HEROIC LABOR IN VAIN. 


A Well-Digger Buried Alive After Hauri 


or Work for ReMae. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19.— While James 


McGougti was digging a well at 1230 San- 
lome street part of the sides caved in, 
burying htm to tbe waist, and Imprison- 
ing him at the bottom. His fellow-work- 
men at the top of the well at once pro- 
ceeded to his assistance, but as tbe well 
was narrow and over eighteen feet in 
depth, the work of extricating him was 
necessarily slow. McQougb. held a light 
and directed his rescuers tn their work.

Although 
another workman named 


Charles Jones was overcome by the nox- 
loon gases nming from the disturbed 
earth, and wan removed in an unconscious 
condition, McGough was unaffected by 
them, and continued to give his direc- 
tions. While be was in the midst of a 
sentence, the whole side of the well caved 
in on him, burying the unfortunate man 
under several tons of earth and bricks, 
and silencing him forever. 


HORRIBLY MANGLED. 


Two Men Initantly Killed by an Explo- 


sion of Powder, 


BLOOMSBI-RG, Pa., Sept 12.—A keg of 


giant-powder which was left standing in 
a blacksmith shop exploded with hor- 
rible results. Two men, John Wolforth 
aud John Haas, who were at work at an 
anvil, were instantly killed, their bodies 
being frightfully mangled. Several others 
were also injured, but their wounds are 
not considered dangerous 
A work horse 


which was standing tied at the door was 
blown to atoms while the shop was com- 
pletely destroyed and a deep hole plowed 
in the ground where it had stood. Tbe 
explosion was caused by a spark from the 
anvil flying iuto the keg, which had been 
carelessly placed inside the shop by one 
of tbe qnarrymea. 


Ran Into a Freight Train.

Chicago and Grand Truck passenger 
train ran into a freight train at School 
craft at 8 o'clock Friday morning while 
the freight was taking the siding.

A Female Pay-Mutter Rubbed of u Large 


Amount of Money. 


ERIE, Pa., Sept 12.—The little lumber 


settlement of Glyndon, in the big woods 
near Corry, is in a high state of excite- 
ment over the robbery and almost mur- 
der of Mrs. Mary Batchelder, wife of 
Benjamin Hatclie der, a prominent lum- 
berman. Mrs. Batchelder had been the 
book-keeper at the mills for some time 
and bad gone to Corry, several miles, to 
get money to pay tbe men. She secured 
tl,800 and started back through the woods 
by a narrow and muddy road. Night 
came and the woman not returning b»r 
hubbnnd and a searching purty set out at 
dark, but not until Thursday was the nn- 
fortnate woman found. She was wander- 
ing around iu the woods in a demented 
condition. She had been chloroformed 
and robbed, evidently by some person or 
persons who had followed her from Corry. 
She Is a mental and physical wreck aud 
can give no explanation of how it oc- 
curred. The purse in which she carried 
the money was missing, and the torn con- 
dition of her clothing, her bruised limbs, 
and a lacerated throat showed that she 
had passed through a terrible struggle.

Bill for the Construction of a Bridge 


Across the Mississippi River at Wlnona 
Minn,, Passed by the Senate—The TarlO 
Bill Received in the House and Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means—Federal Election Bill. 
WASHINGTON CITT, Sept. 12.—In the 


senate Friday morning at the suggestion 
of Edmunds it was agreed that one hour 
be given each day, after the 
routine 


morning business, to bills on the calen- 
dar unobjected to. Quay gave notice 
that Saturday after reading the journal 
he would ask the senate to consider the 
resolution in respect to the memory of 
Samuel J. Randall. On motion of Wash- 
burn the house bill to authorize the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Missis- 
sippi river at Winona, Minn., was taken 
from the calendar and passed. 


Other Bills Passed. 


The calendar was then taken up and the 


following bills, among others, 
were 


passed: Senate bill giving consent of con 
gress to the construction of a bridge over 
the Duck river in Humphreys county, 
Tenn.; senate bill appropriating (60,000 
for a public building at Alameda, Gala.; 
senate bill to subject to state taxation 
national bank notes and United States 
treasury notes, the same as other money; 
house bill to limit to six years the time 
within which suits shall 
be brought 


against accounting 
officers and their 


sureties. The hour assigned to the calen- 
dar having elapsed, the conference report 
on the railroad land forfeiture bill was 
taken up, and Morgan continued his argu- 
ment in opposition to it. 


House Proceedings. 


When the house met Friday Speaker 


Reed directed the clerk to call the roll 
on the question of ordering the previous 
question on the approval of the journal 
of last Tuesday's proceedings. 
During 


the roil call a message from the senate 
announced the passage of the tariff bill 
with amendments, and by direction of the 
speaker it was referred to the committee 
ou ways and means. The previous ques- 
tion was ordered—yeas 118, nays 84—the 
clerk noting a quorum; and the question 
recurred on the approval of the journal. 
On this the quorum disappeared and a 
call of the house was ordered. One hun- 
dred and seventy-five members responded 
to their names, but on the approval of 
the journal these huu dwindled to 148— 
no quorum; and on motion of McKlnley 
of Ohio, at 1:55, the house adjourned. 


CAPITAL MISCELLANY. 
Used as a Detective Acency. 


WASHINGTON CITT, Sept. 12.—The cen- 


sus bureau has shown Itself to be a detec- 
tive agency of the first quality. A few 
days ago Commissioner Raurn sent a re- 
quest to the census bureau asking that 
the schedules of Rio Blanco county, Colo,, 
he turned over to a special agent of the 
pension bureau for examination. 
He 


said in his letter that a man who was 
wanted for a violation of the pension 
laws was supposed to be residing in that 
county, but it had been found impossible 
to locate him, and, as a dernier rassort, it 
bad been decided to examine the popula- 
tion schedules. 
Commissioner Porter 


turned the schedules over to the special 
agent, who found the name of the man 
and his family, residents of a little mining 
town In the county. He baa been arrested 
and is now in custody. 


The Banm Investigation.

JUDGE CHRISTIANCY BURIED. 


A Vast Throng; of People Take Their 


I-»st Look at the Dead. 


LANSING, Mich., Sept. 12 —Thousands 


of people pusscd the bier on which the 
body of Judge Chrlitiancy lay in state in 
the capitol rotunda Thursday. 
The 


throng was by no means confined to Lan- 
sing people. Many came from all parts 
of the state to pay a last tribute of re- 
spect and honor. President T. W. Palmer, 
of the world's fair commission, ex-Gov- 
ernor Begole, James M. Turner and the 
judges of the supreme court attended the 
services. President Chile, of tbe Michi- 
gan agricultural college, delivered the 
funeral eulogy. He dwelt upon Judge 
Christiana's success and eminence ae a 
lawyer, editor, judge, statesman and d ip 
lomat, and said that his decisions while 
on the supreme bench would long remain 
as classics for the legal profession. The 
remains were afterward Interred in Mount 
Hope cemetery, near the Christiancy 
homestead.

THE DETAILS OF THE OUTBREAK.

GENEVA, Sept. 12.—All is chaos in the 


canton of Tlcliio, Switzerland. The revo 
Intlonteta have still thr upper hand. At 
Ticino they occupied the prefecture and 
arsenal, expelling the officials by force, 
and still hold them. No serious resistance 
wae made bv the authorities of the can- 
tonal government, who were unable to 
eope with the insurgents. The federal 
government has been called upon to inter- 
fere, and has dispatched 1,500 troops to 
Ticino to restore order and reinstate the 
local authorities. An official killed by a 
revolver shot Friday night was the coun- 
selor of state. The outbreak i? wholly 
local, none of the other cantons taking 
part in it or having any sympathy with it 
The rebellion is condemned throughout 
the republic and will be short-lived. 


Detail* of the Revolution. 


The following details of the revolution 


in the canton of Ticino come from Berne: 
The revolutionists formed a provisional 
government and convoked the popular 
assembly, which declared the •existing 
government and grand council dissolved 
and ordered general elections for next 
Sunday. The insurgents hold Lugano, 
Chiasso, and Locarno. 
They are sup 


ported by the populace of tbe canton. 
Among their prisoners if Counsellor Ore- 
all, the federal commissioner, who wits 
Instructed to annul tbe decisions of the 
provisional government.

LONDON, Sept. 12.— The German Social- 


ist* are making graat preparations to cel- 
ebrate the 1st of October, the day when 
the Socialist act will expire. A pamphlet 
entitled: "To the Woricnien of Germany," 
will be distributed on that day. It Is In 
part at least a state publication, and ap- 
proved bv the emoeror, and will contain 
a resume of what the emperor has done 
and intends to do for workiugmen. 


To Settle th« Labor Troub!en. 


STDNEY, N. S W., Sipt. 12 —The con- 


ference of representatives of the labor 
unions which is being held here, Is at- 
tended by forty delegate! from the vari- 
ous unions. The purpose of the confer- 
ence is to make ari angements for a set- 
tlement of the existing labor troubles 
There is no likelihood that the threat of 
the unionists not to handle non-union 
work will be carried out 


Decided to Oo to Work. 


SOUTHAMPTON. Sept. IS.—At a confer- 


ence of the strikers Thursday it was de- 
cided to return to work on the conces- 
sion offered a fortnight ago. The de- 
cision waq fiercely opposed by a striking 
minority. The concession means an in- 
crease of a penny an hour. The question 
of employing non-union men is left open 


Comments on tbe Tariff Bill. 


LONDON, Sept. 12.—line English news- 


papers comment upon the passage of the 
tariff bill by the American senate in 
terms severely denunciatory of that meas- 
ure. Moat of the writers express the be- 
lief that the new tariff will prove so dia- 
aitroui to the country that It Will lead to 
a reaction toward free trade.

makers named Crettl have been arrested 
at Trieste on suspicion of having been 
connected with the recent explosion* in 
that city, which are supposed to have 
been instigated by the Irredentist party.

OPORTO, Sept. 12 —While walking over 


the city Wednesday the emprass of Aus- 
tria, who i<s visiting Portugal, slipped and 
felL Her majesty received several con- 
tusions, none of which, however, are of a 
serious nature. 


Murder Ov'er Posseiialon of a House. 
NEW MILFOBD, Onnn., Sept. 13.—John J 


Waters, aged 45, was shot dead by George 
Knowles, aged 31, Wednesday night at 
Lanesville, three mile* south of hera. Jay 
Knowles and Dr. David Knowles each 
claim the ownership of a house left by 
their father. David locked up the prem 
iaes and placed his wife and son George 
on guard. Later Jay Knowles came with 
a party of neighbors, and started to break 
in the door. George nred, killing Waters, 
who was in the p.irty.

the duty. It is the notion of the Represen- 
tative from that place that the more advan- 
tages yon have for the cheap production of 
an article, the more protection yon should 
ask. 
If you have a tin mine that beats all 


the world, you should ask the republican 
party for legislation that will make it a 
gold mine. If yon accompany your peti- 
tion with a proper pledge of votes, you will 
get all you ask. 


How do these fellows get the notion that

And he will, if you give him what 
he asks, as was done in the case of the 
South Dakota tin mine owners. 


Some one has remarked that if an ines 


haustible mine of manufactured tin ntensi's 
should be discovered in South Dakota, the 
Representatives of that state would then 
come In and ask for still higher protection. 
In that case he would ask for an increased 
navy to drive all foreign ships, carrying tin- 
ware, out of our ports. This request would 
be just as logical as to ask for increased 
protection because superior 
advantages 


were recently discovered.

mark that the great tin mines of which he 
gpoke are now the property of an English 
syndicate.
